Roscoe Conkling Dead Is Said to Be as 
Great a Political Factor as He Was Liv- 
ing—Utica Republicans Who Will Not 
Support Mr. Blaine, but Are Anxious to 
Follow Gresham or Any Other Candi- 
date. 

Utica, . V. May 17.—[Special.}—As the 
cans of the whole country are now 
turning their attention to the State of New 

York, and are fixing tneir eyes on Oneida 

County, not a littie light upon the great ques- 

uon, Could Biaine carry New York?” may 

be had here in this City of Utica, where rest 
the remains of Roscoe Conkling. It has 
been generally assumed that with the death 
of Conkling would die that unfortunate bit- 
terness which four years ago caused the loss 
in Oneida County alone of a greater number 
of votes than Blaine needed to carry the 

State of New York.

Hor WATER, HEAT, AND POWER. 


| The Prall Company Has Asked for a Fran- 


chise—The System. 

The Prall system of central station heat- 
ing by means of superheated water piped to 
consumers just as are water and gas, which 
is in succéssful operation in Boston, is in a 
fair way to be introduced into Chicago on a 
large scale. Application was made at the 
Council meeting Monday night for a fran- 
chise, and inasmuch as the only objection to 
itis the necessity of tearing up the streets 
to lay the pipes—an objection which has 
hitherto had but little weight with the City 
Fathers—its chances would seem to be rea- 
sonably good. The projectors intend, if they 
get a franchise, to erect a plant to cost $500,- 


000 at the least. It will be located as near 


the business centre as possible on tha South 
Side, and the company. will devote its at- 
tention to that part of the city, at least 


at first. The mains are simply four-inch iron 


pipes, but the cost of laying is large—some- 


thing like $50,000 per muile—for the reason 


that they are packed in asbestos, laid in a 


brick. tunnel, and are provided with expen- 


sive automatic valves, etc. The projectors 


claim to be able to supply water for heating, 


power, and cooking as cheaply as natural gas 


and without any of the risk attending the 
use of that dangerous article. The scientific 
points of the system were given in an ex- 
haustive article publhshed recently in THe 
TRIBUNE.

lowed a bitter dose who would not do it again. 
I have met scores of them,and there must be 
hundreds of them in the county. They say the 
experiment of running Rlaine was tried once, 
that they supported him loyally, but that ex- 
periment having resulted in disaster the 
party has no right to force Blaine upon them 
again; and that if Blaine is nominated this 
year they will, for the first time in their lives, 
vote the Democratic ticket. For these rea- 
sons, I say that with Blaine on the ticket 
this year Cleveland will get a much larger 
majority than he had before. Two doses of 
Blaine is more than these men will stand. Of 
those who voted for Cleveland not one re- 
grets having done so, and I know every man 
of them.” 

“Where do these men live, Mr. Everett, 
and what kind of men are they?” 

“They are some of the best men in the 
county, and there is not a township in which 
they are not to be found; many of them are 
business-men, manufacturers, rich farmers, 
men of influence. Why, there is John Brown, 
as good a Republican as there ever was—a 
cigar manufacturer across the street. Mr. 
Brown says lam wrong in my ficures that 
Cleveland will carry this county over Blaine 
by 1,500 votes. He says the figures should be 
2,000.” 

“Would Gresham’ be satisfactory to your 

ple?” : 

Tes, he would get every Republican vote 
in the county, but so would any other good 
Candidate excepting Blaine. With Blaine 
Republicans 
and want a chance to show how much we can 
do for the party after having done so much 
against it. We are not mugwumps this time. 
There are 10,000 Blaine Republicans in this 
county, and they will probably send Blaine 
delegates to Chicago. Naturally where there 
has been so much fighting there is bitterness 
on both sides. On our side we are immovable 
and détermined, and of course they want to 
humiliate us. We hope the country will nave 
the good sense to nominate a man on whom 
we can all unite. We have no candidate. 
Every one of us will vote for any candidate 
the Republicans name excepting Blaine, and 
not one of us will vote for him.“ 

Having obtained the views of Mr. Everett, 
who was a personal friend of Con kling and 
one ot the most bitter of the Stalwarts, and, 
desiring to get an opinion from the other ex- 
treme, a call was made upon Mr. Blaine’s 


most influential friend in Utica, a gentleman 


of character and high position, who has in 
his office a letter from Biaine in which the 
latter says his letter of withdrawal was 
written not only because he did not desire to 
stand as a candidate but because he did not 
desire the nomination. 

“The Stalwart opposition to Blaine,” said 
this gentleman (who requested that his name 
be not printed) is not as important as some 
of the friends of Conkling would have us be- 
lieve. There 1s a little blowing off just now, 
but a good deal of the bitterness will disap- 
pear before election. Our regular majority 
in this county is about 800. In 1884 the Pro- 
hibition gain from our ranks was about 300. 
Offsetting that with an equal number of Dem- 
ocratic votes which Cleveland did not get, 
and it leaves 400 Republican votes which 
went over to the Democracy. That is about 
the size of the anti-Blaine faction in this 
county. There are two elements of the Stal- 
wart faction here. One class votes the Re- 
publican ticket regularly, except for Blaine; 
another class votes the ticket occasionally. 
Of these latter some will vote against Blaine 
if he is nominatea. Atthe same time it is 
true that Blaine would get many more Demo- 
cratic votes than he had before.“ 

„Could Blaine carry the county?” 

„1 think he could, though not by a large 
majority. A number of the Staiwarts’ sym- 
pathizers are manufacturers much interested 
in the tariff, the protection issue would 
help us win them back. While the sentiment 
of the party here is largely for Blaine, we 
want the man nominated who can get the 
most Electoral votes. Personally I believe 
Blaine is that man, but I am willing to pow 
to the judgment of the party.” 

Half a dozen Stalwarts expressed senti- 
ments similar to those of Mr. Everett; and 
the thoughts of the Blaine men, of whom a 
number were talked with, are well expressed 
by the gentleman last quoted. It is generally 
admitted that there is little or no decrease of 
the bitterness among Conkling’s friends, 
though itis denied that the defection would 
be greater than it was four years ago. 

“Tam and always have been a Blaine 
man,“ said one gentleman, but I am afraid 
we cannot afford to nominate him again. 


There are 500 or 600 Republicans in this coun- 


ty who would vote for Cleveland, and per- 
haps as many more who would not vote at 
all. I am tired of this fighting, which four 
years ago cost us the Government. My 
choice for President is Blaine, but as a mat- 
ter of policy I favor anew man and a win- 
ner.“ 

Seeking only the exact facts about this 
Stalwart defection, inquiry was made for a 
man of character and candor who could state 
the case without bias, and one of Mr. Blaine's 
most prominent supporters suggested Post- 
master Bailey, who is also the editor of the 
Observer, the Democratic organ. 

“ The truth,” said Mr. Bailey, “lies in tne 
limits of the two extremes. Mr. Conkling 
was my friend and I was one of the commit- 
tee to escort his remains from New York to 
Utica. Over his coffin I heard the remark, 
which was concurred in by all his mourning 
friends, that Conkling dead would be a 
er political factor than Conkling living. 
There has been no change in sentiment among 
his supporters here and they are as bitterly

Once Too Often. 

CarTuaGe, III., May 17.—[Special.]—A sen- 
sationai suicide has just come to light at 
Fountain Green, twelve miles east of Car- 
thage. Mrs. Ida M. Wright, the six-months 
bride of Silas M. Wright, was found hang- 
ing in the smokehouse yesterday evening by 
her husband, who had been absent from home 
since Monday. The deed was committed

Iam going 
to hang myself today and I know you will be 
happy. I wouldn't leave you, but I never 
could be happy. Bury me in my wedding 
clothes. I hope you will jump and sing for 
joy when you see me hanging by the neck. 
This is Tuesday morning. At 6or half-past 
6 my troubles shall be ended in this world. 
I wish you all the joy in the world, for I am 
as happy as can be. I haven't cried or shed 
a tear since you left, for I was too happy to 
cry. Iam going to die believing in the Lord. 
I will be happier than to live with a drunk- 
ard. Your wife, Ipa M. Wrieurt.” 

Wright had come home drunk on one or 
two occasions and his conduct drove the 
woman to suicide. 


PROHIBITION DIDNT SAVE HIM. 


An Iowa Constable Convicted of Accept- 
ing a Bribe. 

Des Mornes, Ia., May 17.— Special.] — The 
jury that has been hearing the case of Con- 
stable Potts, charged with taking a bribe, 
brought in a verdict of guilty this afternoon.

William George Suffers Death for the Mur- 
der of James Scott. 

Cotumsus, O., May 17.—William George, 
the Muskingum County murderer, was ere 
cuted at the penitentiary annex tonight in 
the presence of a limited number of specta- 
tors. He refused spiritual advice and bore 
up well during the day. The crime for which 
William George suffered death was the 
murder of James Scott, committed 
the night of July 18, 1887. In Jan- 
uary, 1887, Lizzie Scott, the 14 
year-old daughter of James Scott, an old man 
who lived in the same vicinity in an old log 
hut and did odd jobs, went to Samuel McLee’s 
house, where George made his home, to 
work. George seemed much smitten with 
her. After she returned home he went to 
her father ana asked permission to keep her 
company. The old man objected. Dur- 
ing the spring George made frequent 
attempts to overcome the old man’s 
objections, but was unsuccessful. 
He threatened several times to kill the old 
man and get him out of the way. It was the 
theory of the prosecution that George went 
to the house, called out the old man, and ob- 
tained the ax on some pretext after they 
started. Then, while walking along the path 
in a ravine, George stepped behind and dealt 
tne fatal blow. 

Before going to the gallows George, the 
MuskingumCounty murderer,dictated a letter 
to his sister in which he confessed his crime, 
and stated he would die just as he lived, 
without embracing religion. He asked her 
not to worry over his sad fate.

NEW METHODS QF REDUCTION. 


Reform of the Tariff and Repeal of the In- 
ternal Taxes. ; 
How much would the Mills bill save a man 
of family in actual money? This is a prac- 
tical and important question, but one not 
easily to be answered, since the expenses of 
families widely differ. A Washington sta- 
tistician, however, has made a general esti- 
mate in the case of a farmer cultivating tifty 
acres of wheat and having a wife and three 
children to support. As between the present 
tariff and the tariff proposed in the Mills 
bili the difference to the farmer would 
amount to about $158 a year. The re- 
moval of the tariff on tin plates would 
enable him to save $2 on the goods he buys to 
the price of which the value of tin plates 
contributes. He would save $3 on earthen- 
ware and giassware by the reduction of the 
duties; $2.50 on salt for his family and cattle 
by the repeal of the salt tax; $4 on sugar by 
the rearrangement-of the sugar schedule; 
$10 on lumber by placing it on the free list. 
The readjustment of the textile schedules 
would allow him to save $35 on woolen outer 
clothing; $12 on flanne)s, shawls, biankets, 
and underclothing; $17 on cotton goods; $52.50 
on jute bagging and binding twine. And on 
miscellaneous minor articles there wouid be 
a saving of about $20. Now $158 1s quite a 
substantial sum to any farmer. Su ‘ 
however, instead of reducing the tariff the 
revenue should be cut down b “i soni, Hag 
internal taxes on whisky. e tax 90 
cents a gallon and there are sixty drinks“ 
to the gallon. Assuming the largest possible 
saving to the consumer, the repeal of the tax 
wo take a cent and a half off each 
„drink.“ In order to save as much by that 
sort ot reduction as by tariff reform, the 
farmer wouid have to e 10,533 drinks a 
year or twenty-eight a day. Provably his 
wife and would have to help him ef- 
fect the saving. At all events, we have here 
a good illustration of the com tive advan- 
tages that would accrue to the average man 
by the two roe methods of revenue re- 
duction—reform of the tariff and repeai of 
the internal taxes.

THE ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN IN THE 
FRONT RANK OF HUMORISTS. 


He Charms His Audience by His Wit and 


Eloquence—Senator Stewart (Fearful 
that the Country Is Drifting Toward 
Imperialism—Unbusinesslike Methods of 


Public-Printer Benedict—Queer Mistake 
by Congressman Springer—Another De- 
cision by the Civil Service Commission, 


Wasnineton, D. C., May 17.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Mason of Lilinois put himself in the front 
rank ot the House humorists today. His 
task was the more difficult since he had to 
foliow Sunset Cox, who has had a standing 
reputation as a Congressional ciown for 
nearly a quarter of a century. When Cox 
wanders from the field of humor he becomes 
prosy, and mof his two hours’ speech to- 
day were tiresonfe and the audience became 
impatient. Having displayed his humor at 
the start he left Masbdn a tired and impatient 
audience, but that gentleman made such a 
success of bis witty drives and stinging re- 
marks about the Democrats that every one 
was sdon in a good humor. A good many 
people in the galleries started out when Cox 
had concludea, but Mason made a humorous 
hit at the New-Yorker right at the start 
which caused the people in the galleries to 
stop short and resume their seats, which 
they held to the close. Mason had 
as good an audience as Cox, and 
he succeeded in getting up more 
laughter on the Republican side than any 
man this session. Once Breckinridge of Ar- 
kansas, and later Allen of Mississippi, Cox’s 
rival humorist on the Democratic side, at- 
tempted to interrupt him, but both were com- 
pelled to acknowledge that Mason was 
too much for them to handle. Not 
even Mr. Burrows received more 
hearty congratulations than Mason 
when he concluded his speech. Tom 
Reed, who has a great reputation for stirring 
up the animals, was the first Republican to 
reach the Illinoisan. He put one arm on Ma- 
son’s shoulder and grasped one of his hands 
in a way that showed he thought the Chicago 
member had made a great success. For ten 
minutes Mr. Mason was surrounded by the 
Republican members who rushed to congrat- 
ulate him. Inthe meantime pages brought 
him two immense bouquets that had been sent 
by admiring friends. Mr. Mason has made 
himself certain gof good audiences when he 
speaks again. 


Senator Stewart is going to make a speech 
soon to show that the United States is now 
an imperial Government. He has lately in- 
troduced a resolution for a constitutional 
amendment making a simple majority neces- 
sary to override the President's veto. This 
resolution will probably be made the text of 
his remarks. ‘Things have changed greatly 
the last twenty years, he said today. Then 
we had a legislative body which legislated 
and an executive branch of the Government 
which executed. Now we don’t seem to have 
any legisiative branch. The money power 
rules everything. The Government money 
is loaned to favored individuals. A de- 
partment of the Government construes laws 
so that they are not laws. We pass 
customs statutes supposed to mean some- 
thing, and a subordinate officer decides they 
don’t mean anything of the sort and changes 
them at will We pass other laws, and the 
executive power refuses to execute them. 
We call on a department for information and 
it is not furnished. But this is only a trifle 
to the veto power. Look over there,“ and 
Senator Stewart pointed to the Democratic 
side of the chamber. t do they dare 
do in face of a veto? Nothing. What in- 
dependence of action have they! None. Let 
a hint of a veto of something tney are inter- 
ested in be made, and they are dumb. The Sen- 
ate was not always the creature of the Exec- 
utive. It used to be the forum of wide inde- 
pendent action. But Franklin was right when 
he pointed out the use which would some 
day be made of the veto power. The time 
has come when it makes one man more pow- 
erful than a majority of Con alk 
about imperialism—I would e to know 
anything more imperial than that. But I 
don't lay it all to this, It used to be that a 
— perm had something to say about the 
public service. Now we have propositions 
made that he shail not even be allowed 
recommend persons for that service. It’s 
bad, it’s growing worse, and I want to put 
in ** protest against the growth of — 
ism in a supposed republican country.“ 


It has not yet beeu decided whether the 
Republicans will accept the proposition made 
by Mr. Milis, that the consideration of the 
Tariff bill under the five-minute rule be 
abandoned and the vote taken directly on the 
measure as soon as the general debate closes. 
There seems to be a stronger sentiment to- 
day in tavor of acceptance than yesterday, 
though many Western members and the Re- 
publican Senators who will have special 
charge of the bill are opposed to the 
bill out of the power of the House to amend 
it and eliminate some of its sectional and 
partisan features. Some of the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee say ay have received reports from sev- 
eral State delegations in favor of acceptance, 
but no such ment has been made by the 
Illinois Republican members, who think that 
the bill should not pass in its present shape, 
The decision will have to be reached within 
a day or two, as the general debate closes 
Saturday. 


Mr. Springer made a statement to the 
House yesterday that will lead his Illinois 
constituents to believe he has been paying so 
little attention to State affairs that ne is not 
fully informed about what is going on in his 
own State.

In the 
Fourth Thomas Moran is the latest aspirant 
for district delegate, and he has the packing- 
house influences behind him which insure 
him the support of the Town of Lake. The 
Fitzgerald people have been relying on Tom 
Gahan to bring in Lake, but Moran has upset 
these calculations somewhat. A. W. Green, 
who will probably have the Hyde Park dele- 
gation, may be for Moran, and if he is and 
the latter has the Fourth Ward for him he and 
Mr. Schwab may be the delegates.

GLASS CABLES FOR UNDERGROUND USE. 


The Interesting Invention of a Pittsburg 
Physician. 

Pittsburg Commerciat-Gazette: Glass cables 
as a solution of the underground telegraph 
problem is the novel invention of Dr. W. C. 
Penney of Grant street. His attorney, W. 
H. Stevenson Esq., explained it to a Commer- 
cial-Gazette reporter yesterday. The results 
of twenty years’ experiments with electrici- 
ty are embodied in this device. The new 
idea underlying it is the perfect insulation of 
each wire, and the means to be employed in 
carrying it out is a compact layer of plates 
of grooved giass. A te about half an 
inch in thickness and of any desirable len 
or breadth is grooved to a depth varying with 
the size of the wire. In each groove a single 
wire is placed and cemented in place with 
pitch, which is as perfect a non-conductor as 
glass and the only other insulator used. A 
second layer of giass plates 1s secured to the 
first by the same adhesive material and the 
grooves in it hkewise filled, and so on until 
the conduit contains the desired number of 
wires. The whole is then boxed in wood and 
afterwards cemented on all sides, with the 
exception of the openings left for the pur- 
pose of ma connections. 

At every twenty-five feet, or greater or less 
distance if desired, the grooves bend at 
right angles and the wires extend outside 
their giass inclosure; without being broken 
they then return, leavi a curve of wire 
about an inch ana a half length, which is 
bent down close to the side of the compact 
mass. This is true ot each and every wire, and 
at any tame the exposed portion can be cut 
and a battery attac The convenience of 
this plan of connecting 1s greatly in 
by the accurate registry ot the wires which 
the discarding of all coils facilitates. The 
number of ordinary electric wires which can 
be laid by this method is 100 to the square of 
four and one-half inches.

ABOLITION OF SLAVERY IN BRAZIL. 

Thanks to the zeal of the Regent, Princess 
Isabel, slavery has been completely abolished 
in the Brazilian Empire. The bill for this 
purpose was finally passed the 13th inst., 
and the Regent immediately issued the proc- 
lamation of emancipation, which has been re- 
ceived with great rejoicings by all classes 
of the population. Through the enlightened 
influence of Dom Pedro, the now aged Emper- 
or, one of the Brazihan Provincial Legisla- 
vures passed a law in 1871 declaring all chil- 
dren born of slave mothers after that date 
tree. . Province after province adopted sim- 
ilar legislation until in 1884 it was in 
force throughout the entire Empire. In 
1885 imperial legislation was adopted 
for the more rapid extinction of slav- 
ery, but even this was too slow 
for Princess Isabel, who, on the departure of 
her father from the Empire some months 


ago, aismissed the Ministers who were not 


zealous in promoting the extinction of slavery 
and formed a new Cabinet devoted to aboli- 
tion, The new Ministry has lost no time in 
giving effect to the Regent’s policy, which, 
by the way, has had the entire approval of 
the people of Brazil. The bili of abolition 
was introduced in March and was pushed 
with vigor, as appears from the result. 

Only in Cuba and some other of the Span- 
ish West Indies is human slavery now in 
existence. A few weeks ago a bill was intro- 
duced in the Spanish Cortes to expedite its 
extinction in those places. Spain agreed in 
1814 to abolish slavery in her colonies in 1520, 
but for causes not necessary to enter into 
here failed to carry out her promises. 

Through the influence of the abolition agi- 
tation led by Wilberforce, Clarkson, Buxton, 
and O'Connell England abolished slavery iu 
her colonies in 1838 by purchase, paying 
$100,000,000 for the freedom of 12,000,000 hu- 
map beings in the East and West Indies. 
The French National Assembly abolished 
slavery in the French colonies in 1791, but it 
was afterwards restored by Bonaparte, and 
was not finally abolishéd until 1848 under 


Louis Philippe. It was then abolished with- 


out indemnity to the masters. Sweden abol- 
ished siavery in 1846, Denmark in 1848, and 
the Netherlands in 1860. The history of the 
abolition of slavery in the United States as 
the result of a bloody and fratricidal war is 
familiar to all Americans. The Brazilians 
are to be congratulated on the triumph 
of the enlightened policy of the kinaly and 
progressive old Emperor. His own dying 
days will be soothed by the prompt ac- 
tion of his energetic daughter, who in a few 
months of vigorous policy has accomplished 
what slow-going Ministers wanted to take 
years (until 1892) to do. Spain will now 
hasten to wipe out the stain of slavery in 
Cuba. The Mexicans have long ago abolished 
the mutigated form of siavery known as 
peonage. Thus will human bondage cease to 
exist in the civilized world in a few years. 


SENATOR ALLISON’S TARIFF VIEWS. 

The appointment of a Senate Tariff Com- 
mittee with one of the ablest and best mem- 
bers of that body—Senator Allison—at its 
head suggests that, however the House may 
muddle and blunder, a sensible, practicable 
scheme of revenue reduction may be expect- 
ed from the Senate. Senator Allison is a 
moderate protectionist and believes in re- 
taining all the tariff taxation needed for the 
legitimate protection of American cavital 
and labor, with a due regard to the rights of 
‘consumers, but with no extra bounties for 
trusts and “combines.” It is understood 
that Senator Allison does not sympathize 
with the obstructionist policy so far followed 
by the Republicans in the House, and insists 
that it is the duty of the Republican side to 
take affirmative action ana present a plan of 
its own for reducing the surplus and correct- 
ing the inequalities of the tariff according to 
the pledges of the last National platform. This 
is no new stand with Mr. Allison, for he has 
advocated reductions of tariff taxation when- 
ever they could be made without loss to the 
Government of needed revenue or injury to 
home mdustries. His speech on the Tariff 
bill of 1870 has never been met or answered. 
He contended then that when internal-reve- 


nue taxes on manufactures were repeaied 


the countervailing duties on imports should 
be reduced so that the advantage of lowered 
taxation should accrue to the purchaser as 
well as to the producer of manufactured arti- 
cles. Said Senator Alison: 


But I may be asked how this reduction shall be 
made. I think it should be made upon all lead- 
ing articles, or nearly all, and for t purpose, 
when I can get an opportunity in che House. if no 
gentleman does before me, I shall move that the 
pending bill de recommitted to the Committee 
on Ways and Means with instructions to report 
a reduction upon existing rates ag duty ä 


lent to 20 per cent u rates, o 
one-fifth reduction. ees te this will not be a full 


equivalent forthe removal of all the internal 
taxes upon manufactures. 


Thus, in 1870, when the average rate of the 
tariff was not as high as it is now, and when 
the need of the Government for revenues 
was much greater, Senator Allison advo- 
cated a 20 per cent reduction, and intimated 
that even that would be insufficient to equal- 
ize to consumers the advantage already se- 
cured to manufacturers by the repeal of in- 
ternal-revenue taxes, Mr. Allison did not 
hesitate to say that the tariff of 1846, which 
averaged 25 per cent ad valorem, or a bare 
trifle over half the present tariff, was “ as 
perfect a tariff as any we have ever had.”

MINNESOTA FOR GRESHAM. 

The Republicans of Minnesota, on account 
of chivalrous feelings of lingering loyalty to 
the great leader of tour years ago, who has 
declined a renommation, omitted to instruct 
their delegates to the Chicago Convention 
for Judge Gresbam, but there is no doubt 
that he will have the united and zealous sup- 
port of the entire delegation from the outset. 
Nine of the ten district delegates are out- 
spoken Gresham men; the tenth is for 
Gresham if Blaine should not be an avowed 
candidate, and there is the best reason to 
believe that he will not be. Three of 
the delegates-at-large are aleo flrst- 
choice Gresham men. The third is for 
Gresham after Blaine. The analysis. of 
the delegation in Tue Trrsunz’s dispatches 
from St. Paul yesterday leaves little doubt 
that Minnesota’s fourteen votes will be cast 
with the forty-four votes of Illinois, and with 
numerous votes from otner States, for Judge 
Gresham on the first ballot and on every suc- 
ceeding ballot until he is nominated. 

The refusal of the St. Paul convention to 
elect so strong, able, and popular a Repub- 
lican as Gen. Washburn of Minneapolis as 
delegate-at-large to the Chicago Convention 
because he is suspected of being opposed to 
Juage Gresham proves as plainly as any in- 
structing resolutions could that Minnésota 
desires the pomination of Indiana’s soldier- 
Judge as earnestly as Ilunois does. 

The enthusiastic cheers which greeted the 
name of Gresham in the Dakota convention 
at Jamestown also indicate pretty clearly 
that the ten votes of that Territory will be 
found in the Gresham column. Despite cor- 
poration manipulation Gresham is the second 
choice of at least one-half of the Nebraska 
and Colorado delegates. And if Allison does 
not develop greater strength than there is 
any reason now to anticipate Kansas, and 
eventually Iowa, will be for Gresham. From 
the Pacific coast Oregon sends a solid Gresh- 
am delegation, and there will be many votes 
from California and Nevada uniess the rail- 
road bosses shouldinterfere. Altogether the 
Gresham movement has developed remarka- 
ble strength in the leading MKepublican 
States of the great West, such strength as 
will undoubtedly force Indiana to come to 
the support of her distinguished son before 
many ballots are taken, probably after the 
first baliot. Ind 
Harrison’s friends will see the hopelesness 
of his candidacy before the con vention meets, 
and that Indiana may be free to present Judge 
Gresham’s name w the convention at the 
outset. 

The reports from New York State and 
from New Jersey are most hopeful for Judge 
Gresham’s friends. The movement in his 
favor, while it does not progress by leaps and 
bounds, progresses surely, and therefore 
satisfactorily. The indications point more 
strongly to his nomination as the time of the 
National Convention spproaches. — 


INVESTIGATE THE BEEF CORNER. 

Replying to Senator Vest’s charge that 
Chicago had been made the greatest beef 
market of the country and had distanced St. 
Louis because of railroad discrimination and 
favoritism, Senator Cullom declared that 
“without any ill-will toward St. Louis or 
Kansas City he would say that the suc- 
cess of Chicago not only in controlling 
the beef market of the country but in 
every other business carried on in the 
West was not dependent on legisla- 
tion or trusts, but was the result of the en- 
terprise, energy, and force of the people of 
Chicago.” It was natural that in any busi- 
ness that would yield a decent profit Chicago 
should outstrip a slow, sleepy, Bourbon town 
like St. Louis. Whether the profits of the 
packing and dressed-beef business be mod- 
erate or excessive it could only be expected 
in the usual course of things that Chicago 
would take the trade away from St. Louis if 
it was worth taking, and hence the matter 
calling for investigation is not the fact that 
Chicago has the Hon's share of the business, 
but whether or not there exists an illegiti- 
mate combine to extort artificial prices from 
the public. 

Senator Manderson asserted in the debate 
in the Senate that last year five Chicago firms 
bought over 1,800,000 cattle at an average 
price of $50.28 per head, and realized a profit 
of $30 per head, thus dividing among them- 
selves the enormous sum of $54,000,000—an 
excessive, dispropértionate, tremendous 
profit. While it is claimed that such profits 
as these are divided by the Chicago firms it 
is certain that the prices of live cattle have 
been falling steadily for years, and farmers 
and ranchmen now get but scanty returns 
and find beef-gr®wing sorely depressed. Not- 
withstanding the heavy decline in the price of 
live cattle the price of beef ta. the consumer 
remains where it was, and it follows that 
either the beef ring, the railroads, the retail 


mendous profits, while tne fleecing of the 
stock-grower atone end of the line and of 
the beef-consumer at the other goes on un- 
checked. While the producer’s profits have 
been reduced to the minimum, if not entirely 
destroyed, rates are kept up on the consumer, 
and in the absence of any reasonable expla- 
nation of this anomaly it can only be assumed 
that organized gluttony and extortion exist 
somewhere among the middiemen. Senator 
Cullom said: 


In his judgment, one of the causes of low prices 
to producers and of high * to consumers 
was the fact that the railroad companies charge 
more than they ought to for the transportation 
of live stock or of dressed meat from the West 
to the East, and that was one of the reasons why 
he desired the scope of the resolution enlarged, 
If that should turn out to be the fact, the Iater- 
State Commerce Commission would regulate the 
railroads in that regard and compel a reduction 
of rates of transportation. 


Here is a plain intimatuon from the author 
of the Inter-State Commerce act that the 
provisions of that measure are not being en- 
forced so as to secure “reasonable rates,” 
and that the railroads are devouring the tre- 
mendous profits realized somewhere along 
the line between the beef producer and the 
beef consumer. Tun Targor is glad to see 
that Senator Cullom’s amendment extending 
the proposed investigation to include the rail 
roads, traffic associations, and all “agencies 
of transportation” was adopted. The in- 
vestigation as now ordered ought to get at 
the facts of the matter and show just who is 
performing the double robbery of the pro- 
ducers and consumers of beef. 

The action of the Senate in ordering this 
investigation is a stinging rebuke to the use- 
less and impotent Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. It was the duty of that body 
to have taken this matter cp and probed it to 
the bottom long ago. Senator Cullom ap- 
pears to have a great deal of hope left when 
he expresses the belief that if the Senate 
will investigate the question and establish 
the facts the Inter-State Commission will 
then “ compel a reduction of rates of trans- 
portation.” The commission has refused 
persistently to do anything of the sort. Al 
the benefits the people have realized from 
the Inter-State Commerce act have sprung 
from its seif-operative features, and not 
from anything the commission has done.

SHERMAN VERSUS SHERMAN. 
There ought always to be an appeal open 


| from tne John Sherman engaged in a frantic 


pursuit of the Presidency to the John Sher- 
man unvexed by the buzzing of the Presiden- 
tial bee in his bonnet. The “favorit son of 
Ohio, for whom that State exhibits such ar- 
dent and uncontrollable affection every four 
years, has always a cool and often a clear 
head, and is at umes happy in showing the 
absurdity of unmeaning and misleading epi- 
thets and campaign cries. ~ 

Thus, in 1867, when advocating a reduction 
of the tariff, Congressman Sherman said it 
was “simply an absurdity to talk about a 
“ free-trade tariff, and to talk about a protect- 
“ive tariff is unnecessary because the wit of 
“man could not possibly frame a tariff that

“amply protecting our domestic industry.” 
A year later the same Sherman found it nec- 
essary aguin to rebuke the reckless and dem- 
agogic howl of “free trade” when nothing 
was under consideration except a moderate 
reduction of a high tariff. He said: 


In considering so complicated a subject as a 
“tariff nothing can be more deceptive than the 
application of such general phrases as a pro- 
tective tariff,” “a revenue tariff,” “a free-trade 
tariff.” Every law imposing a duty on 4 
goods is necessarily a restraint on trade. it im- 
— a burden upon the purchase and sale of

— The expression “a free-trade tariff” 

volves an absurdity. 

Certainly. But it the term “a free-trade 


tariff was an absurdity in 1868 Shermaa’s 
recent sally, in which he hurled the epithet 


free trade at the authors of a scheme to 


reduce the tariff from 47 to an average of 36 
per cent, should have been greeted with 
roars of laughter. If a 36 per cent tariff is 
not highly protective what is it? It is higher 
than the Clay tariff of 1842. We have Sher- 
man’s word for it that it is 36 per cent 
above anything that can possibly be styled 
“free trude.“ Moreover, he declared that 
the wit of man could not frame a tariff that 
“would produce 140 millions of revenue 
without amply protecting domestic indus- 
try’; and yet the proposed 36 per cent tar- 
iff, which will yield 163 millions, he pro- 
Such a per- 
formance as this would seem to support the 
claim of John Sherman’s latest biographer, 
to the effect that the Senator is a many-sided 
man and holds doctrines acceptable to voters 
of every party, condition, or class—ultra- 
protectionists and revenue reformers, Na- 
tionalists and State-sovereignty bigots, dis- 
tillers and Prohibitionists, blacks, whites, 
Chinese, and Indians not taxed. Years of 
Presidency-hunting have effaced all trace of 
consistency in him, and he is now before the 
public rivaling in his political professions the 
auctioneer who warranted his line of sus- 
penders to be “long enough for any man and 
short enough for any boy.“ 


HOW OTHERS SEE HIM. 

So far as New York is concerned there are 
other conditions favorable to Judge Gresh- 
am's success besides those which are Repub- 
lican in character. The New York World, 
the leading Democratic paper of the State, 
which coutributed largely to Cleveland’s 
election, after a careful scrutiny of Gresh- 
am’s record is constrained to say that it is 
unassailable, and devotes half a page of its 
space to the essential features of his brilliant 
career. The New York Sun, the favorit 
Democratic paper of the masses, has had no 
words except of compliment for Gresham. 
The old New York Herald, Democratic since 
Jackson’s time, though professing now to be 
independent, has treated him with fairness 
and justice. The three mugwump papers of 
New York City, the Post, Times, and Harper’s 
Weekly, while sharply criticising many of the 
other Republican candidates, have expressed 
undisguisedly their satisfaction at the 
healthy prospects of the Gresham boom. 
Putting all these things together and coup- 
ling with them the significant leaning of the 
convention after Blaine towards Gresham, it 
must be admitted that with the excepuon of 
Illinois and Minnesota the nomination of 
Gresham has not been so clearly foresnad- 
owed as it was in Buffalo last Wednesday.

He 
is right, and has been on all important questions. 
He will be true to the people and the people be- 
heveinhim. I think he would be exceedingly 
strong in New York and all the Eastern States. 
IT am not saying anything a — the other 
aspirants, but I think that, all t s considered. 
Gresham is the coming man. o man has a 
cleaner record, not even excepting Senator Ed- 
munds. More could not be said. A President 
ought to have at least three qualifications: inde- 


pendence, intelligence, and integrity—and 7 udge

THE YELLOW-FEVER MICROBE. 

The current number of Science contains an 
extremely interesting though bmef account 
of the investigation made by Dr. Sternberg 
of the United States army to discover the 
microbe alleged to be responsible for yellow- 
fever, and whose identity is supposed to have 
been established by Dr. Domingos Freire of 
Rio Janeiro and Dr. Carmona of Mexico. It 
may be premised that the investigation was 
made by Dr. Sternbderg by Congressional 
authority, and that the doctor himself, an 
army surgeon, was selected because of his in- 
timate acquaintance with the disease and his 
repeated experiments in the same field occu- 
pied by the Brazilian and Mexican experts. 

The vital point of Dr. Sternberg’s investi- 
gation, as reported in Science, is his failure to 
find the microbe, and hence his want of faith 
in the inoculation system followed by Freire 
and Carmona. Both these doctors, working 
independently of each other, expressed the ut- 
most confidence in the certainty and impor- 
tance of their discovery and the value of 
their systems of inoculation, which were 
based upon those of Pasteur. Dr. Carmona 
in letters to physicians in this country claims 
to have inoculated 1,250 persons in the last 
five years. Of the first 208 not one took the 
disease, and of the next 532 there were 
twenty-six who had it. Dr. Freire’s state. 
ments were much more positive. In a com- 
munication to the French Academy of 
Science he claimed that 6,524 persons had 
been inoculated at Rio Janeiro in 1885 and 
1886, and that in those two years the number 
of deaths was 1,675. Among these there 
were but eight who had been inoculated. 
These figures seem convincing on paper, but 
now comes Dr. Sternberg, who asserts that 
after caful and patient scrutiny he has 
been unable to find the microbe either at Rio 
Janeiro or Vera Cruz A still more 
damaging fact is his disclosure that out 
of forty-four inoculated persons at Rio Ja- 
neiro twenty-two had the disease and nine of 
them died, which is an unusual death rate. 
Evidently here is a case where the doctors 
disagree. In the light of Dr. Stern berg’s 
revelations the claims of the Brazilian and 
Mexican physicians do not appear to be well 

ad their assertion of an infallible 
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th 15 ‘somewhat remarkable in this cones | 
tion that the microbe theory, which has been 
entertained so many years by some skillful 
scientists and medical experts, should still 
remain a matter of controversy. For once, 
at least, the exactness of science is at fault. 


THE NAVAL “SASSIETY” SECRETARY. 

The official naval inspectors in their latest 
reports give a roseate account of the manner 
in which Secretary Whitney’s new Demo- 
cratic contract navy is progressing. We 
learn that the Baltimore has her stern-post 
in position and 1s about three-tenths finished. 
The Philadelphia has a portion of her keel 
plates in position. The Yorkto has her 
engine foundation completed. The Concord 
and Bennington have their keel blocks fin- 
ished. The Charlestown is nearly ready for 
launching.. The San Francisco has been laid 
down completely, and preliminary work has 
been done on the Maine and Texas. The 
dynamite cruiser “will probably be the first 
of the Whitney vessels ready for service.“ 
This, we believe, completes the list, and it 
looks excellently well and promising on 
paper. It actually looks as if we were to 
have a navy. 

The people of this country, however, will 
be wise not to put too much faith in paper 
promises. The ability of Secretary Whitney 
to construct and put a navy in commission 
must be judged by what he has accomplished 
in the past. When he assumed charge ot 
the Naval Department his predecessor turned 
over to him several ironclads and turret 
ships which were under repairs and for 
which the money was appropriated. Not 
one of these has been completed, nor is 
there much prospect that they ever will 
be under the administration of a man whose 
time is about equaily divided between social 
junketing, chasing paper bags, and the 
routine of his department. His predecessor 
turned over to him four fine vessels—the Chi- 
cago, Boston, Atlanta, and Dolphin. When 
he took charge neariy four years ago the Chi- 
cago was eight-tenths, the Boston and At- 
lanta nine-tenths completed, and the Dolphin 
all done, and yet in these ſour years he has 
not put a single vessel in commission. All 
that he has done is to try and condemn these 
four vessels, which have proved magnificent 
successes in spite of him. And yet not one 
of these is in commission, nor can any one say 
when they will be. With such an outlook in 
the case of these four, which were handed 
over to him more than three years ago nearly 
completed, what prospect is there for the 
completion of the rest of the Democratic 
navy! 

The cause of this conspicuous failure of 
Secretary Whitney is admirably stated by a 
correspondent of the Boston Advertiser, who 
says: 

The social feature of Mr. Whitney's life is re- 
sponsible for much. Toit can be traced the wa 
in which work piles up on his desk, and whic 
forces men in the navy to go months without 
reply or word to requests or other communica- 
tions, which accounts for some curious decisions 
in the department. Mr. Whitney, since he has 
arrived, has swung more and more into the so- 
cial life. Washington is a city noted for its 
sycophants. There is fawning enough and more 
to be had for the acquisition. Prodigal hospital- 
ity begets the servile smile. It is easy, after 
hearing one’s self-praise on lip and in the col- 
umns ofa claque of cheap newspapers, to be- 
lieve the universe revolves largely on a pivot sit- 
uated in one’s court-yard. To have one’s furni- 
ture, flowers, plate. and luxuries of all sorts 
described in flowing polysyllables has a vicious 
effect. It is easy to get into the swim; hard to 
get out. After an afternoon of pleasure ‘and late 


hours at night there cannot be a briskness or 
push to business tasks. 


Our contemporary’s correspondent has 
stated the case neatly and exactly. Had the 
Naval Department been in charge of a busi- 
ness-man of executive ability and devotion to 
the affairs of his office not only would these 
four vessels have been Anished long ago, 
but the rest of the navy ordered by Congress 
would have been well on towards comple- 
tion, and the Government could have made-a 
respectable show on the high seas. But 
Secretary Whitney is not a business-man. 
He is first a superficial politician, and sec- 
ond a society man, and the one vocation 
hampers the other. He took his portfolio 
with a magnificent blare of trumpets, an- 
nouncing what he was going to do 1n the line 
of business, and a poorer apology for a busi- 
ness-man never had a place in the Cabinet. 
He has made a great show of dinners, wines, 
terrapin, equipages, a glittering establish- 
ment, lavish display of fashion, an elegant 
table, social frills and furbelows, and elab- 
orate junketings in Washington, seaside 
resorts, and wherever so-called business 
summoned him, and now that his four vears 
are coming to an end he has nothing to show 
in the way of practical results. Nor will he 
if he stays in the Cabinet another four years. 
No man can serve two masters. No man can 
make a business of “ sassiety “ and accom- 
plish anything in legitimate business,

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 


Emperor Frederick's Improvement—Other 
Foreign News. 

BERLIN, May 17.—The condition of the Em- 
peror throughout the day was most satisfac- 
tory. He drove for a long time in the park 
and took luncheon in the garden house that 
has been especially built for him. The 
weather was warw, and he wore a broad- 
brimmed straw hat. He did not return to 
the palace till 7:30. While im the open air 
he several times walked short distances. 
Prof. Virchow has completed his examina- 
tion of the matter discharged from Emperor 
Frederick’s throat. The results were of the 
same negative character as those of former 
examinations. He again notes the absence 
of the symptoms which he considers to be 
characteristic of cancer. 

The Empress, accompanied by Princess 
Victoria, visited the exhibition of appren- 
tices’ work today. Her Majesty looked tired 
and careworn, but she conversed cheerfully 
with Mayor Forckenbeck during her tour of 
the exhibition. 


The War Against the Chinese. 
Syrpney, N. S. W., May 17.—Last evening 
the Premier, in an impassioned speech, intro- 
duced in the Colonial Assembiy a bill to re- 
strict Chinese immigauon. All standing 
orders were suspended without a word 
of dissent, and at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, amid loud cheers, the bili passed the 
third reading with only verbal amendments. 
The bill, which operates trom May 1, indem- 
nifies the Government for past acts, prohibits 
the raturalzation of Chinamen, allows ves- 
sels to bring one Chinaman to every 300 
tons (instead of one to 100 tons, as here- 
tofore), raises the poll tax from £10 to 
£100, fixes the penalty for an 
evasion of the laws at from £i0 to £50. 
Chinamen wil be permitted to trade in de- 
fined areas, but the number in each of the 
districts must not exceed five. The bill also 
imposes restrictions as to residence and 
trading. Traveling Chinese with pass- 
ports not be allowed to en- 
in mining operations except 
y Emission of the Government. 
The bill does not affect Chinese who are 
British subjects. ll Chinese must report 
themselves and take outan annual license, 
which shall cost ten shillings, and the Gov- 
ernor in council is empowered to make 91 
lations relative thereto. All Chinese will 
protected in their civil rignts. The police 
have received strict orders to prevent any 
molestation of the Chinese. 


Bankers Accused of Fraud. 
Lonpon, May 17.—Messrs. Kelynge and 
Charles Greenway, partners in Greenway, 
Smith & Greenway’s Bank at Warwick, 
which failed in September last, have been 
committed for trial on a charge of fraud. 
They were admitted to bail in $50,000 each.

CLOSING UP THE INDIANA CASES, 


The Jury Will Disagree and There Will 
Not Be Another Trial. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 17.—[Special. |—The 
jury in the election conspiracy case came in- 
to court this morning and reported that they 
had agreed upon the acguittal of Charles N. 
Metcalf, John H. Counselman, and John 
Reardon, but as to Jobn E. Sullivan and 
George W. Budd, the County Clerk and his 
deputy, they were yet unable to report. 
Judge Woods thereupon sent them back for 
further consultation. It is reported that the 
jury stand nine for acquittal and three for 
conviction as to Sullivan and Budd, one of 
the Republican jurors siding with the Dem- 
ocrats. There is little probability of 
an agreement. If they fail to make a com- 
plete verdict, the acquittal reported today 
will not stand. However, the final result 
will be about the same. There will hardly 
be another trial. The three trials already 
had and the incidental proceedings have 
been expensive and consumed almost the en- 
tire time of the court for a year. The subject 
has been so thoroughly gone over in ali its 
phases that a conviction in another trial 
would be extremely improbable unless new 
evidence ofa binding character should be 
discovered. There is even less probability 
ofatrial of the election fraud cases in any 
form in the State courts. The county grand 
jury has been drawn. The present probabili- 
ty is that this ends the election cases. The 
moral effect of their prosecution has been 
more than avcomplished, and it is reusonable 
to expect that for years to come tally-snheets 
in Marion County will not be altered or 
forged.

‘The Crowd at Austin Entertained with 


Evolutions and Parades, 

Austin, Tex., May 17.—([Special.|—The 
vast crowd of yesterday which came to at- 
tend the dedication of the State Capitol has 
sensibly diminished, but the multitude that 
appeared on the drill grounds was even 
greater than yesterday.

Fires in Paris in 1887. 

The returns of the Paris Fire Brigade state 
that the total number of calls for fires was 988, 
this being exclusive of 1,912 chimney fires. The 
damage done by these 988 fires is estimated at 
£172,000, this being exclusive of the Opéra Com- 
ique, the loss sustained by the destruction of 
which has not yet been accurately calculated. 
In 878 cases the losses were in whole or in part 
covered by insurance. The report goes on to 
state that there are at the present time 3,558 
water-plugs in the street. with twenty-five depots 
for fire-engines and 211 calling stations. In the 
course of the last year three gold and twenty- 
three silver medals, in addition to forty-three 
certificates of dist ished conduct, were 
awarded to men of the fire b e. The official 
statistics put the number of deaths by the burn- 
ing of the ra Comique at seventy-nine and of 
the persons taken out alive at 211, but this is

Maine along the whole Atlantic coast, the

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Figure Cut by the Saloon Interest in 
Bouncing the Professors. 

Iowa Crry, Ia., May 17.—(Spvecial.|—The 
university investigation today brought out 
some new facts. Dr. Fellows resumed his 
testimony, and claimed that all was harmony 
in the university fora year before his dis- 
missal; that there was no demand for his 
dismissal outside of the sa: element of 
Iowa City; that the Democratic papers over 
the State clamored for his and Leonard's dis- 
missal, as théy were active in enforcing pro- 
hibitory laws. When Fellows, Leonard, and 
Parker were dismissed the alumni of the 
university, then in session at commence- 
ment, protested against the removal 
of said professors and attested to their loy- 
alty and efficiency. Dr. Fellows char 
that the Democratic papers of the State had 
foretold his removal and indicated that it 
was to be brought about asa conciliation to 
the saloon element. ‘he Burlington Gazette 
and Dubuque Tunes editoriais were read to 
prove this. To show that a bargain had been 
made with the Democrats, Dr. Fellows in- 
troduced a statement of John Springer, 
editor of the lowa City res, who 
said after the Regents had dismissed 
the professors, referring to the dismissal: 
„% The fiat has gone forth, a bond had to be 
given and payment had to be made.“ The 
doctor also introduced the following alleged 
statement of Chairman Congdon’ of the 
Democratic Central Committee of this coun- 
ty: „That is all the professors co expect. 
They bad been warned long before that. I 
have been talking with one of the Regen 
who said the students could make fools o 
themselves, hold indignation meetings if 
they wanted to. If these professors bad staid 
in the university would never get an- 
other appropriation from the State, as 
they promised when the last appropria- 
tion was wade that Profs. Fellows and 
Leonard should go.” When asked if he 
was fighting the State University Dr. Fel- 
lows said: “ When asked to resign I refused 
and wrote a letter at the time, thinking 1 
would drop the matter. Letters came asking 
me to be a candidate for State office. I con- 
sented if the candidacy were on my merits 
for the place only. The Regents started out 
to defeat me, T. S. Wright, and others. I de- 
termined that I would make an investigation 
as to the Regents, not to fight the university, 
but to defeat their election. I issued my cir- 
cular to accomplish this. The Regents 
were elected earlier than usual. I didn’t 
oppose the appropriation when the Regents 
were reélected. Then came the resolutions 
as to the investigation. loame to Iowa City, 
but there was no committee here. Richard- 
son’s paper began to abuse me, and it looked 
as if I wouid have no chance for an investi- 
' gation, so I published my last statement. I 
was giad the appropriation Super- 
intendent Akers, too, had made insinuauons 
against me.“ 

Dr. Fellows then said the vote by which he 
was removed in the Board of Regents showed 
that anti-prohibitory influences were at the 
back of it. Prof, L. P. Parker, a deposed 
professor, was called at Dr. Fellows’ request, 
and gave his version of the removal of the 

rofessors, adding nothing different from Dr. 

ellows’ story except that he had heard of a 
member of the Legislature who had known 
of the deal, and he closed by promising to 
tell the committee who this was tomorrow.

A household 
once committed to the tenets of their faith, the 
elders begin their pastoral work in the fami- 
ly, and it is said they see visions and have 
spiritual communications, by the authority of 
which they take the privileges not sanc- 
tioned by the laws of this State and country. 

A case was reported today in which a 
prominent convert had a vision in which he 
was commanded to take up the marriage re- 
lation with three sisters who have recently 
joined the band. It is the discovery that 
they have made up their minds to remain 
here and grow up with the country that has 
alarmed the citizens. W. S. Howard of Cur- 
tis Baptist Church, G. W. Montgomery of 
Kolloch Street Baptist Church, and William 
Phillips of Asbury Methodist Church, unite 
ina card to the public in which they say: 
At Kollock Street Baptist Church last 
Thursday a half-dozen were turned out for 
joining the Mormons. They go upto Grove- 
town to baptize their deluded converts, and 
more tnau fitty have been baptized from this 
city. In Dublin they have preaching every 
Sunday. When a pretended religious set of 
tramps are invading the sacred precincts of 
our churches and the quiet family circles of 
the innocent and unsuspecting laboring 
classes religious toleration ceases to 
au virtue. We call upon our ministers to 
expose the sophistry and fraud of these false 
teachers, and our citizens, young and old, of 
all classes and denomications, to stamp out 
this foul blot upon our civilization.”

Two Things to Remember in the Matter 
of the Tariff. 

New York Heraid: It is well to remember 
two things:

The rich can look out 
for themselves, but laborers must find a 
triend and defender in the public policy. If 
that is not the genius of our institution 
then our institutions are simply boastf 
falsehoods. Any step in the direction of a 
European monarchy, with its privileged or- 
ders away up iu the social scale and its toil- 
ers away down in that scale, is a step toward 
the destruction of the Republic, witn all the 
word imples. — 1 

Now, you can’t get away from the fact that 
one result of an excessive tariff is to foster 
monepolies, trusts, combines, and the whole 
brood of harpies that live on the life of the 
wage-earners. With only one eye, and that 
half shut, this fact is — 4 in all its 
ugliness. Be careful how you make laws, 
then. Look the country over, if you please;

THE PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL. 


It Is Passed by the Senate—Other Lucky 
Measures. 

WasuIncTon, D. C., May 17.—The Pension 
Appropriation bill was taken up in the Sen- 
ate today, the question being on the amend- 
ment reported by the Committee on Appro- 
priauons to strike out the words that in all 
pensions to widows payments shall be made 
from the date of the death of the husband, 
and to insert that “all payments which have 
been or which may hereafter be granted un- 
der the general laws regulating pensions to 
widows in consequence of death occurring 
from a cause which originated in the service 
since March 4, 1861, shali commence from the 
date of the death of the husband.” Mr. 
Cockreli moved to amend the amendment by 
striking out the words which have been” 
so as to confine its application to future pen- 
sions. He estimated that the additional 
cost under the Senate amendment would be 
$1,473,000. If his own amendment was adopt- 
ed the additional cost for 1889 would be 
$756,000. 

The vote was taken onthe amendment 
offered by Mr. Cockrell, and it was disagreed 
to—yeas 20, pays 2—a party vote, except 
that Mr. Blodgett voted with tne Republicans 
in the negative. 

The amendment reported by the Committee 
on Appropriations was then agreed to with- 
out division, and the bill was passed. 

The Senate then proceeded to business on 
the calendar, and passed among other bills 
the following: 

The House bill to amend the Revised Statutes 
in relation to timber depredatuons. 

The Senate bill to estabiish a public park in 
Colorado to be called the Royal Arch Park. 

The Sena e then proceeded to executive 
business. After the doors were reopened 
the Senate resumed the consideration of the 
calendar and passed (among other bills and 
resolutions) the foliowing:

The House bill to pay certain employés of the 
Chicago Custom-House for extra-time service. 

The Senate bill appropriating $150,000 for quar- 
ters and barracks at the branches of the National 
Mili Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 

The Senate bill to authonze the Fort Smith & 
Choctaw Bridge Company to construct a brid 
across the Potoau River in the Choctaw Na- 
tion. near Fort Smith, Ark.

MOCKING-BIRDS IN AND OUT OF CAGES. 


Captivity Robs the Bird of Its Most Charm- 
ing Traits. 

Joel Chandler Harris, writing for the At- 
lanta Constitution, says there 1s something ex- 
tremely pitiful in the readiness with which 
the mocking-bird adapts himseif to the needs 
of those who are cruel enough to transfer 
him from the boundless freedom of orchard 
and grove to the narrow limits of a wire 
cage; and itis the more pitiful because the 
adaptation is apparent and not real. Un- 
fortunately he retains in captivity just 
enough of the flavor of his wild traits to 
captivate the thoughtless, He furnishes an 
excuse for the cruelty of those who sentence 
him to imprisonment. The delightful ardor 
and trickery of his song may have vanished; 
the gloss of his plumage may bave disap- 
peared; his feathers may be worn, and 
soiled, and bedraggled; his tail, the rudder 
and compass of his flight, may have dropped 
out to complete the unhappy a of 
intolerable circumstances; but his air, his 
attitude, and some of his antics still 
retain an unmistakable flavor of the 
woods. We have here a _ characteristic 
combination of the protests of evoiution and 
the compensations of nature—a combination 
which is at once a tribute to the philosophers 
and a defense of those humble souls who are 
content to take things as they find them, 
vided what they find is worth their trouble. 
Benumbed, bedraggled, and worn out by cap- 
tavity, fluttering always in the direction of 
liberty, your caged mocking-bird still pos- 
sesses attractions for those who are satis- 
fied with such poor, faded reminiscences of 
be comfortab shel- 
K parior. I ve no 

back parlor is important as 
a link between the barbarism of civy- 
ilization and the enlightenment of human 
nature; but how forlorn are its manifesta- 
tions! And forlornest of all is the poor 
mocking-bird that flutters and sings all day 
against the wires of its cage, and wakes to 
flutter and sing in the night. The evolution 
of * (1 suppose it may be called such) 
which deprives the tame bird of its beauty 
of plumage, its len of tail, and its strengtn 
of wing, nece y affects the purity, and 
sweetness, and range of its song. The 
flute, with all its wonderful stops, and 
runs, and variations is trimmed down 
to the compass of a fife—an effective 
fife, to be sure, but only a fife. The 
song is limited by the bird’s limited experi- 
ence, and its range is painfully circum- 
scribed; but the limitations of the caged bird 
are not more pitiful than the umitahons of 
those who have no opportunity to study the 
mocking-bird at his best—as he appears in 
the orchards ano gardens of the South. 

Iam inclined to believe that the autumn 
performances of the mocking-bird are more 
ee than his spring concerts, particu- 

ly if the season, as frequently happens at 
the South, has a hint of spring, as well as a 
touch of summer, combined with the mellow 
maturity of the fall. Hisrestiesness is the re- 
finement of the humor which we see crudely 
and coarsely developed in the antics of the 
circus clown who runs around doing every- 
thing and yet doing nothing. He flies from 
tree to tree singing little snatches of song, 
delightful reminders of the moods of spring. 
He makes little excursions in the air in all 
directions and, returning, drops upon the 
burnt-out grass on the terraces, whereon 
he runs nimbly. lifting now and again his 
white-fiecked wings as if to mock the mem- 
ory of his April ardors. Growing more com- 
posed as the afternoon wanes, he resumes his 
position in the top of the poplar, a point

In a treaty made after the war in 1879 
in view of the fact that she had 
taken from Peru ail her guano lands, to pay 
to the Peruvian bondholders 50 per cent of 
amounts received for guano discovered up to 
that time. This money has remained up 
on account of conflicting claims among the 
bondholders.

„% As to the second clause Chili may well 
concede the guano beds under such condi- 
tions. She has made enough out of Peru al- 
ready. Then, the supply of guano is becom- 
ing exhausted, and it has always been an an- 
noyance toher. The conquered province of 
Tarapaca, where the guano hes, brings Chili 
a greater revenue from its wealth of nitrates, 
on which she has only to collect an export 
duty, than from ali its guano. 

“Tt. is a colossal enterprise, and a great 
deal of money will undoubtedly be made out 
of it. Peru has the richest silver mines in 
the werid, and, in general, undreamed-of re- 
sources. In the discovery of guano Peru 
thought she saw a way out of her difficulties, 
but in the end guano, instead of beinga 
biessing has proved a curse to the country.“ 

New York, May 17.—|8 al. —A general 
subject of conversation in financial circles

monetary circles. In order to learn some- 
thing further and more authoritative in re- 
lation to the big Peruvian financial scheme a 
reporter called on ex-Mayor William R. Grace 
this morning. The ex-Mayor said: “I must 
decline to speak of the matter. It is an af- 
fair in which we are acting for a t many 
people besides ourselves, and I do not feel 
warranted in being interviewed on the sub- 
ject. We have been engaged in th? matter 
for the last three years and want to keep it 
out of the papers if possible.“ 

It has been learned from an absolutely au- 
thoritative source that a number of promi- 
nent American business-men are also inter- 
ested in the scheme, and that the business is 
an Anglo-American affair.
